The  Wats*«Mi!»g  Free  Public  Li¬ 
brary,  which  m  locate*!  on  Doth! 
street  near  the  Watseaaing 
stabou,  has  just  closed  the  hi 
of  its  existence,  with  grmUfi 
suits.  The  r-  *>ia  has  been  open  to 
the  public,  and  buoks  have  been 
^and  returns  1  even  week  day  evening 
i lunng  tlie  year,  without  any  exjjense 
for  help,  as  some  one  of  a  few  Ivolun- 
teers  ffom  among  the  members  has 
acted  as  librarian,  in  his  turn.  The 
library  is  #out  of  debt  and  has  a 
small  fund  in  the  treasury,  and  now 
consists  of  749  volumes  in  all,  of 
phich  397  are  miscellaneous  bound 
books,  100  are  paper  covered,  ditto, 
101  are  magazines  and  pamphlets, 
aud  the  others  are  Government  re¬ 
ports.  During  the  past  twelve  m<  >uths 
2351  liooks  have  been  taken  out  by 
232  different  persons,  while  bjut  one 
has  been  lost,  and  that  was  $  pain 
phlet  which  was  probably  takep  away 
through  inadvertence  by  a  fam|ly  that 
left  the  State. 

More  books  are  greatly  heeded 
there,  and  liberal  people  canjnot  do 
better  than  to  give  this  library’  such 
fiction  as  the  works  of  Hawthorne, 
Cooper,  Irving  or  Thackeray ;  or  books 
in  the  departments  of  poetry,  history, 
biography  or  travels.  The  tjld  vol¬ 
umes  which  now  lumber  up  many  a 
garret  and  closet,  would  be  welcome 
additions  to  the  Watsessing  Library, 
and  would  be  read  with  avidity  by 
people  who  would  lie  benefited  there 
by.

The  Tariff. 

The  President’s  position  upon  the 
tariff  question  is  at  last  fixed.  He 
proposes  a  reduction  of  from  fifty  to 
one  hundred  millions  upon  custom 
duties.  The  internal  revenue  he  would 
leave  as  it  is.  This  may  Dot  be  free 
trade,  but  it  ‘  squints  ”  strongly  in  that 
direction.  Upon  the  other  hand  Mr. 
Blaine  in  an  interview  with  the  Tribune 
has  placed  himself  vigorously  upon 
the  side  of  protection  to  American 
labor.  Tlie  remission  of  the  tobaoco- 
tax,  and  of  the  tax  iq>on  spirits  used 
in  the  arts,  with  moderate  tariff 
charges  where  such  will  not  prove  in 
jurious  t  i  the  manufacturing  interests 
of  the  country’,  are  recommended  as 
wise  and  necessary.  The  fortification 
of  the  coast  cities,  and  the  increase  of 
the  navy  are  also  declared  to  be  of 
great  importance  to  the  country. 

WTorkingmen  will  not  be  slow  to  see 
where  their  interests  lie.  When  the 
President’s  Message  reached  England 
a  chorus  of  hallelujahs  went  up  from 
manufacturers  and  trades-  organs. 
The  sentiment  was  freely  expressed 
that  with  a  low  tariff,  America  can 
never  successfully  compete  with  Eng 
land  in  manufactures  until  wages  are 
reduced  to  the  European  rate.
